People 
About the Hawaiian Islands.

Judge W. R. Kelley, a prominent 
attorney of Omaha, Neb., and 
con- 
nected with the Union Pacific Rail- 
way, has returned home from a trip 
to the Islands. 
He told his friends 
and the newspapers a good deal 
about Hawaii and what he saw dur- 
ing his recent visit. 
Although the 
Judge spent but a short time in the 
Paradise of the Pacific, he was 
en- 
thusiastic over the country and its 
possibilities. 
With his family, Judge 
Kelley 
visited the principal 
points of in- 
terest in Honolulu and about this 
island. Manager Dillingham, of the 
Oahu Railway, showed 
him Pearl 
City, Pearl Harbor, the Peninsular 
and took him on an excursion 
to 
Ewa and Waianae. 
Particular 
at- 
tention was paid by the Judge to 
the 
sugar plantations, 
in which, 
with Pearl 
Harbor, 
he 
took 
the 
greatest interest. 
The 
following 
interview 
with 
Judge Kelley appeared 
in one 
of 
the Omaha papers recently and will 
be particularly 
interesting, as the 
statements 
contained therein 
are 
the results 
of careful study and 
thought, as well as being strictly 
impartial : 
I am glaito give you some impres- 
sions of my recent visit to Honolulu. 
I could not describe the trip or the 
place without appearing to be enthu- 
siastic. The voyage of 2100 miles from 
San Francisco 
to Honolulu 
takes six 
days, and, after passing beyond the 
rough sea adjacent 
to the California 
coast, it was one of absolute enjoyment 
and pleasure. 
The return voyage 
re- 
quires seven days. This is because the 
trade winds are meeting us instead of 
blowing with 
us, as on the outward 
voyage, and because of the currents 
which set toward the southwest. 
Honolulu 
lies 
2100 
miles 
nearly 
southwest 
from San Francisco, 
and 
about twenty-on-e 
degrees north of the 
equator. 
The Hawaiian Islands lie in 
the track of the trade winds, which 
blow from the northeast to the south- 
west during almost 
every month 
of 
the year. 
There are eight inhabitant 
islands, the total area being 
some- 
thing near 7000 square miles. 
Hono- 
lulu, the capital, 
is situated on the 
island 
of Oahu. 
The largest 
of the 
islands 
is Hawaii, upwards 
of 
200 
miles distant from Honolulu. 
Kauai 
lies about 
100 miles distant from Ho- 
nolulu, 
and is said to be the most 
beautiful as well as the most produc- 
tive of the islands. 
The population of 
the group is something 
over 100,000 
people, 
about 
40,000 of whom 
are 
natives, and about 30,000 Chinese and 
Japanese, and the remainder are Eu- 
ropeans and Americans. 
The Chinese 
and Japanese 
are largely engaged as 
laborers upon the sugar and rice plan- 
tations. The Americans and Europeans 
constitute the energetic business ele- 
ment of the islands, and are largely 
engaged in sugar raising and coffee 
planting, and iu the general commer 
cial business 
of the islands, princi 
pally conducted at Honolulu. 
The 
natives 
are 
large 
land-owne- 
rs 
and 
raisers 
of stock. 
They are a cood- - 
Iooking body of people; they are 
in- 
telligent, generous and hospitable. 
27b 
doubt they have all the vices of civil- 
ization, but they also have many of its 
most comfortable virtues. It is claimed 
that 95 per cent, of the natives of the 
islands 
can read and write well in 
their own language, and that almost 
as large a percentage of them can also 
read and write in our language. 
The 
English language 
Is the legal 
and 
common language of the islands. 
Are All tor Annexation. 
iTy stay of five days at Honolulu did 
not give 
me 
time 
enough 
to form 
opinions in respect to the government 
of any of the political 
affairs of the 
island. 
The 
impressions, 
however, 
which I gained from what I saw and 
from what I heard lid me to believe 
that the almost universal hope of the 
people of the islands is for annexation 
to the United States under tome form 
of government. 
The 
people 
are 
de- 
voted to the islands and to their gov- 
ernment, but they are also intensely 
American in sentiment. 
They believe 
that the material interests of the isl- 
ands would 
be greatly subserved by 
annexation, or some relations with 
the United States which would Insure 
a certain and 
stable 
government. 
They also believe, with much 
good 
reason, that the United 
Slates itself 
would be as much 
benefitted 
as the 
islands would be. 
The government under the queen 
consisted 
of royal institutions, sup- 
ported by two legislative houses and a 
judicial system much like that of the 
United States. 
The republic has pre- -

system of 


,' talned, numerous schools of high class 
are maintained on the lsiauus, quite a 
number of them under the direct aus- 
pices 
of various 
religious 
denomi- 
nations. 
The small percentage of illit-eracv- 
the Mauds 
Indicates 
sub-- 
j sUntially the efficiency of the system. 
.Honolulu has aiout zo,vnh people, is 
the seat of government, 
U the princi- 
pal citv of the islands. 
A number of 
educational 
institutions are located 
there, as well as hospitals for the in- 
sane, for the sick, and the state prison. 
The home for the aged and 
indigent 
people 
founded 
by King Lunalllo is 
located there. 
The city is well lighted 
by electricity, is supplied with excel- 
lent telephoue service, its streets are 
well paved, kept in splendid 
condi- 
tion, it has good water service, best of 
order is maiutained 
by the strong and 
sufficient 
police force, 
seconded and 
strengthened 
by the military force of 
the islands. 
The army Is not strong 
in point of numbers, 
but seems to be 
sufficient to maintain order and good 
government, even during the present 
supposedly troublous times. 
The revolt 
in January, 
1S95, was 
not felt anywhere on the islands 
ex- 
cept at Honolulu. 
It was promptly 
put down by the present Government, 
anu a number 
of the leaders, includ- 
ing the 
wero tried, convict- 
ed and have been imprisoned. During 
the last few months quite a number of 
persons convicted have been released 
by absolute 
pardon, some few were 
banished, and it is reported and cur- 
rently believed that the 
ex-que- 
is 
auout to be liberated. 
The general sentiment seems to be 
there tuat the present Government 
is 
sufficiently strong to maintain itself. 
Talk or tha Cable. 
There is au earnest desire upon the 
part of the Hawaiians to establish a 
cable between the United States and 
Honolulu, 
aud they believe that the 
operation 
of a cable would be in a 
business sense not only beneficial to 
themselves, but extremely so to this 
country. 
Colonel Spalding, one of the 
representative plauters on the island, 
has interested 
himself very much in 
the cable scheme, and is in this coun 
try now negotiating 
for the construe 
tion of such a cable. 
The Hawaiian 
Government has voted a subsidy for a 
term of years. 
The people there are 
all anxious that it shall be construct- 
ed. 
If our people were advised of the 
importance of the present productions 
of the islands and of the possibilities 
for development 
they would be im- 
pressed with the Importance 
of this 
measure 
from a purely commercial 
standpoint. 
The engagements of the 
present Government in respect to this 
subsidy seem to be. aigenerous aa the 
conditions on the island would allow. 
The permanency of these engagements 
need hardly 
be 
questioned 
as any 
government 
of 
the 
islands 
wouiu 
likely be disposed to carry them out, 
for the requirements 
of the country 
would, under the circumstances, jus- 
tify the expense. 
Again, any engage- 
ments made in respect to these mat- 
ters by the United 
States would tend 
toward 
the 
establishment 
of a firm 
and stable government there. 


All 
One Garden 
of Flowers. 
Honolulu 
is an ideally 
beautiful 
town. 
Its streets and the grounds 
of 
the residences are 
filled with most 
beautiful 
trees, 
plants, 
shrubs 
and 
more kinds of flowers than I can 
de- 
scribe. 
The royal, date, the sago, the 
cocoanur, the Pride 
of India, the um- 
brella tree, oleander 
trees 
and fern 
trees are in endless profusion. 
Every- 
body there loves flowers and 
every- 
body weara them. 
Ordinarily the na 
tives decorate themselves on the street 
and everywhere else with wreaths and 
garlands of flowers at all times of the 
day. On the streets the native women 
flower 
sellers 
ofler 
to 
the 
people 
strands of all sorts of beautiful flowers 
at the rate of 10 cents a yard. 
They 
call these strands leis. Tourists always 
buy them. 
The only one offered that 
I knew in this country was the tube 
rose. 
Many 
other kinds, 
however, 
were to my eye more beautiful 
and 
certainly more fragrant than the tube 
rose. 
The city is an immense carden. 
The residences generally sit well back 
from the street in the midst of spaci- 
ous grounds, and great care has been 
taken that all available space shall be 
decorated with some beautiful plant, 
tree or shrub. There are but few brick 
buildings in the city. 
The impression 
is given one that many of the inhabi- 
tants are wealthy, a very great num- 
ber iu moderately 
comfortable 
cir- 
cumstances and that the poorer people 
are so comfortably 
and beautifully 
located in their homes that they can- 
not feel the privations of their poverty 
Pearl Harbor, In which the United 
States has some interest as a coaling 
station, is a magnificent harbor, lying 
about tea miles from Honolulu on the 
line of the Oahu Hallway 
and Land 
Company's railroad. 
This magnificent 
harbor is sufficient to float the navies 
of the world. It is land locked, easy 
of access. Its mouth is not obstructed 
by any bar. The reef which surrounds 
the island is from half a mile to a mile 
away from the shore and the opening 
through it leaves the deep water en 
trance 
into the harbor 
almost un- 
obstructed. 
It is claimed 
that 
the 
only obstructions to this harbor are a 
tew hundred feet of coral rock, which 
could easily be blown out, so as to give 
thirty feet of water at tbe lowest tides. 
The principal productions of the isl- 
ands are sugar, rice, coffee, 
banana, 
all of which artf exported iu very con- 
siderable amounts. 
The growing 
of 
coffee is comparatively a new indus- 
try on tbe islands ; extensive planta- 
tions are now being opened and the' 
quality of tbe coffee raised is very 
line. 
Many fields of pineapples are 
cOltivatedr tbe quality of which 
Is 
superior 
to anything 
we have ever 
had in our markets here. 
This indus- 
try Is comparatively 
a new one, too. 
That product can be marketed in this 
market without difficulty, 
as they 
will stand transportation for three or 
four weeks without any appreciable 
danger. 


A plant has been put up near one 
of the pineapple 
districts for the can- 
ning of this product and this plaut Is 
now In operation. 
Cnntldemble Snrectnew. 
Limes, lemons and oranees are suc 
cessfully 
raised. 
They do not grow 
pears, 
apples, 
peaches 
or 
prunes. 
Watermelons, cantaloupes and 
musk-melo- ns 
grow 
profusely and aro of 
great excellence. 
The 
mango, 
alli- 
gator pear, bread fruit and cocoanuts 
are 
very 
plentiful. 
The 
taro 
root, 
from which is made the pol, so large- 
ly used by tho natives, grows in great 
abundance. 
This root 
furnishes 
an 
excellent breakfast 
food and the flour 
from it makes most delicious 
wa flies 
and griddle cakes. 
The sugar grow- 
ing industry is the principal industry 
of the islands. 
There aro about sixty 
sugar plantations 
on the islands, sev- 
eral 
of which 
are owned by Claus 
Spreckels, 
the California eugar king, 
but it is a mistake 
to suppose that he 
has a monopoly of tbe sugar raising 
industry 
on the islands. 
The total 
product 
of 
sugar on the islands 
is 
something 
like 
160,000 
tons per 
an- 
num. 
It is said that the land will produce 
about eight tons of sugar to the acre. 
From the first planting it takes about 
eighteen 
months 
to fully mature the 
sugar 
cano and tho planted 
crop is 
succeededby two other crops of volun 
teer cano ; which in nise manner pro- 
duce bountiful returns, 
less, however, 
in amount than the original planting. 
Tbe cano fields require irrigation. 
Ou 
some of the islands this irrigation 
is 
supplied 
by means 
of streams 
from 
the mountain. 
On Oahu tho present 
cane fields aro supplied 
with 
water 
from artesian 
wells, which furnish a 
contiuuous and bountiful supply. The 
rice and banana plautatious are large- 
ly worked by Chinese labor, and pro- 
duce bountifully. 
The climate is very 
even; 
always 
warm. 
Tho 
record 
shows that the temperature 
rauges 
from about 
fifty-si- 
to eighty-fiv- e 
de- 
grees the whole year. 
Transportation 
facilities on many of 
tbe islands are very complete. 
There 
Is a system of Inter island transporta- 
tion by small steamers, which makes 
traveling from one island to the other 
very easy, and I beard no complaint 
about rates. 
On Oahu there is a railroad com- 
pleted for about thirty-fiv- 
e 
miles from 
Honolulu to Waianae. 
This is a first-clas-s 
narrow 
guago 
railroad, 
well 
equipped and well operated; it runs 
through 
two large sugar plantations 
and several rice plantations; it Is pro- 
jected, and it is expected soon to be 
completed several miles further, thus 
reaching 
still other 
plantations 
of 
sugar and rice lands. 
The products 
along the line of road, of sugar, rice, 
bananas 
and 
pineapples, 
furnish 
enough- - business to justify the 
con- 
struction 
of a good railroad, and the 
revenues of the road have been suffi- 
cient to justify the managers, and they 
seem to have tbe profoundest faith in 
tbe permanence 
and continuance 
of 
the industries 
which 
they eeek 
to 
serve. 
The tourist who 
desires to find a 
pleasant and delightful place in which 
to spend tbe winter can find his every 
wish 
gratified 
at Honolulu. 
The 
hotels are sufficient and comfortable. 
The roads and drives about the Island 
are beautiful 
and pleasant. 
In the 
city, street cars reach every place of 
interest, and hacks and conveyances 
are more plentiful than in any city of 
Its size in the world. 
The paving is 
unsurpassed ; the roads are good ; tbe 
climate wairu, and every day can be 
made one of pleasure; 
and, like all 
other persons who have visited the 
islands, either for a brief or a long 
period, I can only say that my every 
recollection 
of it 
is 
pleasant 
and 
agreeable.

At 11 o'clock yesterday morning 
tho Board of Health held a meet- 
ing to decide what to do with the 
freight 
and 
passengers 
of 
the 
China. 
1 1 had been learned that a 
Chinese 
steerage 
passenger 
for 
this port had died while three days 
out from Honolulu. 
The physician 
of the China 
bad pronounced the 
man's death due to lung affection. 
Minister Damon was of the opin- 
ion that Honolulu 
should get back 
to her normal position as soon as 
possible, or it might result serious- 
ly. 
Some 
risks might have to be 
taken, but 
that would 
be better 
than to stick at the samo place for 
such a long time. 
The question of what should bo 
done with the 51S steerage passen- 
gers of the China was thoroughly 
discussed. Many were not inclined 
to trust wholly to tho report of tho 
physician 
of the vessel 
that the 
Chinaman had died of lung trou- 
ble. 
He might have died of chol- 
era for all they knew. 
It was the 
opinion of some 
that the China 
should be 
quarantined. 
Others 
were in 
favor of holding a post 
mortem examination of the China- 
man, 
who had 
been 
embalmed 
and brought here. 
All agreed that 
great caro should be taken. 
While 
it was extremely 
improbable that 
the man died of cholera, still there 
was no harm in making a thorough 
examination. 
There seemed to bo general dis- 
satisfaction 
on 
the 
part 
of .the 
members 
of the 
Board that tbe 
China had' refused to take a mail. 
It was a hardship thrust upon the 
people of Honolulu more than once 
during 
the epidemic. 
Tho Board 
decided 
to 
allow 
the 
passengers 
of the China to land, provided the 
physicians authorized by that body 
should 
find 
that 
the Chinaman 
spoken of had 
come to his death 
by lung trouble, and provided also 
that the China would agree to take 
a mail for San Francisco. 
Dra. Wood and Day wero asked 
to hold the autopsy. 
They boarded 
the China and found the physician 
and 
captain 
perfectly 
willing to 
allow 
tbe 
examination 
desired. 
The physicians found that the case 
was as the physician of the China 
had Btated. 
Early in tho afternoon 
W. 
O. 
Smith, Health Agent Reynolds and 
others went out to the China in the 
police 
boat and made known tbe 
action of the Board of Health re- 
garding the landing of freight and 
passengers. 
After a short discus- 
sion a Bi'gnal 
was sent aehore that 
the China would 
take mail. 
This 
of course settled 
matters, 
and im- 
mediate 
steps 
were 
taken for the 
landing 
of the passengers. 
Mail 
closed at 5 p.m., 2111 letters and 
857 papers being sent. 
The China 
sailed 
for San Francisco between 
12 
and 
1 
o'clock 
last 
night 
after having 
landed 
her 
Chi- 
nese passengers at the quarantine 
station and 200 tons of freight on 
lighters. 
A clean bill of health 
was furnished the steamer.

Honolulu had a brand new 
sen- 
sation 
on Friday, which, for the 
time 
being, 
overshadowed 
the 
cholera and 
everything 
elae 
for 
that matter. 
The cause was a re- 
port that an armed body of men 
had landed 
from a large schooner 
along the shore near Pearl Harbor, 
and had fired on the Deputy-Sherif- f 
of Ewa, who had attempted to stop 
them. 
The affair 
was magnified 
to such an extent that the entire 
populace 
became 
interested 
and 
could talk of nothinc 
else. 
The 
military 
had 
been 
ordered 
out, 
gaid one ; the Citizens Guard were 
ready for duty, said another, and 
similar reports were flying thick 
and fast. 
For several days there had been 
more or less 
talk and newspaper 
comment about a filibuster expedi- 
tion coming to the islands, 
and 
when the 
affair 
became known, 
a great many people 
were certain 
they had arrived. 
At 
about 
1 
o'clock yesterday 
morning a telephone message 
.was 
received at the police station from 
H. G. Tread way of the Kalihi leper 
receiving station, 
who stated that 
Samuel Mahelona, whose home is 
near by, had just come in with in- 
telligence regarding the movements 
of suspicious looking persons. 
Jla-helo- 
had told him that a short 
time before he had gone out of the 
house and walked but a little 
dis- 
tance from the 
door when he was 
halted by a tall, white man with red 
whiskers. 
The individual 
appear- 
ed as if he meant mischief. 
In 
either hand 
he carried 
large 
re- 
volvers, while about his waist were 
strapped 
two belts 
of cartridges. 
After mating sure tnere 
were 
no 
other persons in the vicinity, the 
man began questioning him. 
"How long does it take to sail to 
Haul?" asked the stranger, 
ila-helo- 
answered him as best he 
could. 
"Xow, then, how far is it to Rab- 
bit Island, and what is the exact 
location of the place?" 
Mahelona answered that he had 
never heard of the place before and 
consequently could answer no ques- 
tions regarding it. 
"How many 
people 
are 
there 
about here where 
you are living, 
and how are they distributed?'' 
This question was answered some- 
what evasively. 
Then 
the man 
wished to know how far is was to 
the city. 
Having 
satisfied 
himself, 
the 
stranger 
left and walked toward 
the 
beach. 
Mahelona 
watched 
him closely and observed 
that he 
wa 
making 
toward a boat upon 
the beach. 
Owing to darkness, it 
was impossible to tell the exact 
location of the boat. 
Four or five 
men could be distinguished 
in the 
boat. 
These were 
armed in the 
same way 
as the man who had 
just left the home of Mahelona. 
Upon receiving the message from 
the 
receiving 
station, 
Captain 
Scott, who was on duty at the time, 
sent 
four officers 
and a mounted 
patrolman to the place from which 
the information had been received. 
They 
were given orders to bring 
Mahelona to the station in order to 
obtain information from him. 
Two 
of the officers 
were left on duty 
near 
Mahelona's 
home, and 
the 
others returned 
to the 
police sta- 
tion with the 
much-wante- d 
inform- 
ant, who 
told 
substantially 
the 
same story as that which had been 
received over the telephone. 
He 
and two of bis relatives had seen 
the 
boat 
with 
the men 
on the 
beach. 
Captain Scott telephoned to Mar- 
shal Brown at 2 o'clock, and half 
an hour later he arrived at the po- 
lice station. 
The police boat was 
sent for, and Marshal Brown, with 
a number 
of officers, 
Etarted 
for 
the scene. 
As they were going out 
the steamer Kasla was met return- 
ing from a circuit of Oahu. 
Cap- 
tain Browii said he had just come 
from the direction 
in which 
the 
armed men were supposed to have 
been 
located, 
but 
had 
seen 
no 
traces 
of them. 
Marshal 
Brown 
returned 
at about 5 o'clock, 
and 
reported having seen nothing of the 
men spoken of. 
In the meantime 
the Mounted 
Patrol 
was not idle. 
Lieutenant 
Renkin had heard of the matter, 
and choosing one of his men, etart- 
ed for the place at 3:30 o'clock. 
a 
On the way out another member of 


the patrol was added 
to the num- 
ber, and the three proceeded to the 
house of Samuel Mahelona. 
Upon 
arrival at the place, Kekai, one of 
the number, 
was 
sent to town for 
reinforcements. 
Ludlorff, 
Bowl-ma- n, 
Spilner, McCready and 
Wal-poo- n 
were 
sent 
out about 
7:30 
o'clock, 
with 
Captain 
Parker, 
Lieutenant Xeedham and Turnkey 
Evans accompanying in the police 
wagon. 
At the 
three-mil- e 
house 
they were met by Renkin. 
There

for the boat had put to sea. 
"While 
on the way home the party saw the 
boat heading out to sea. 
While waiting for reinforcements 
to arrive, 
Renkin 
and 
his 
men 
were 
having 
quite 
an 
exciting 
time. 
They waited near the spot 
where the armed men were reported 
to have been seen. 
Just as day 
was breaking they caught sight of 
the men, who were busily engaged 
in pushing 
their 
boat 
into 
the 
water. If they had been furnished 
guns the party might have been 
captured, but as it was they were 
forced 
to keep bacfe. 
iney were 
compelled to stand by and watch 
the men put to sea in their whale 
boat, which was 
furnished with a 
good stout 
sail. 
The 
men 
were 
described as 
being very 
wicked-lookin- 
g, 


bare-foote- d 
and wearing 
tattered 
clothes. 
At 
about 
10 :30 o'clock 
the party of officers 
arrived in town. 
Just previous 
to their arrival, 
Marshal Brown, with a number of 
armed policemen, set out in a sail 
boat to intercept the armed men, 
if possible. 
In the meantime 
the military 
was busy. 
A small 
field 
piece, 
drawn by fifteen of the regulars, 
under Lieutenant Coyne, was 
sent 
out on the tug Eleu. 
Captain King 
was in charge of the expedition. 
The Eleu went out under 
a full 
head of steam and in the direction 
of Puuloa. 
"While the tug was on her 
way, 
Marshal 
Brown 
had 
landed 
at 
Puuloa. 
He telephoned to police 
headquarters to find out from some 
of the mounted patrolmen 
what 
direction the boat had taken. 
He 
said it was his intention 
to meet 
the tug boat, if possible, and 
go 
along with her. 
Just 
off Puuloa 
the tug picked up Marshal 
Brown 
and proceeded in an easterly direc- 
tion. 
At 4 :15 o'clock the Eleu return- 
ed to port. 
The best information obtainable 
was to the effect that the boat.with 
the five armed 
men, had put to 
eastward. This was communicated 
to Captain King by Marshal Brown 
after he boarded the Eleu. 
Acting 
on this information the tug 
was 
ordered to eastward, and continued 
in that direction for 3bout twenty 
miles without seeing any signs of a 
boat. 
The soldiers looked very tired 
when 
they 
returned. 
It 
is said 
some of them were not very 
well 
on the voyage. 
The Eleu shipped 
more 
water than on any previous 
trip and rolled a great deal 
on 
account of the heavy seas encount- 
ered. 
There were many surmises yes- 
terday morning as to the meaning 
of the appearance 
of the armed 
men in the boat. It is supposed by 
many that they constitute part of a 
large body of filibusters on a vessel 
hovering about the island, and that 
they were sent ashore to gain infor 
mation about various points useful 
for their guidance in capturing this 
island or one of the others. 
The 
question in regard to the distance 
to Maui 
13 thought to have been 
used 
a3 a decoy. 
That the men 
had some hidden object in landing 
cannot be questioned. The opiuion 
was freely expressed that they be- 
longed to the crew of a vessel with 
opium, and were trying to hide it 
away in some place close to town. 
The 
mounted 
policemen 
who 
were on the scene were very much 
exercised because they 
were 
not 
supplied with guns. 
They are re- 
quired to go into all kinds of places 
and at all times with nothing more 
than a revolver and a club. 
In 
times such as these, when events 
like that of yesterday morning ate 
liable to turn up, the need of a rifle 
makes itself manifest. If they --had 
been furnished 
with guns .the 
es- 
cape of the men could have been 
prevented. 


JL DIFFERENT STORY. 


This May Pxore 
a. 
Reasonable 
Solatlon.of the Whole Affjdr. 


A different story in 
regard to 
the five wicked looking men seen 
at Halawa yesterday morning wa3 
going 
the rounds of police circles 
last evening. 
This 
makes it 
ap- 
pear 
that 
it was 
fortunate 
the 
members of the mounted 
police 
sent to the place did not 
have 
gnns. 
It seem3 that after 
Mahelona 
had been brought to the police sta- 
tion for investigation, he wa3 sent 
out again with four policemen and 
mounted" patrolman. 
After 
ar- 
riving at Halawa, 
the party ob 


tained a sail boat from a Japanese 
living in the vicinity. In this they 
put to sea at about 4 o'clock. 
It 
was their intention to sail or row 
about in search of the men whom 
Mahelona said he had seen. 
As day began to dawn two mem- 
bers 
of the mounted patrol 
were 
seen under an algeroba tree watch- 
ing the boat. 
One of the police- 
men cried out, "Don't hide in that 
manner." 
Shortly after this the men under 
the algeroba tree disappeared and 
the policemen in the boat thought 
they were hiding so as to attract 
no 
attention 
from any one 
who 
might happen 
to be in the vicin- 
ity. It was thought 
the 
patrol- 
men had 
recognized 
who 
was in 
the boat. 
The policemen pulled their boat 
to Ehore and, getting out, hauled it 
upon the beach. 
They then set out 
barefooted 
after the two mounted 
patrolmen, expecting to communi- 
cate with them and 
fix a plan of 
action. 
Finding their tracks, they 
followed 
just a3 one of the pur- 
sued had said yesterday, although 
in his mind the men 
were other 
than 
policemen. 
Nothing could 
bo seen of the officers 
and it was 
supposed 
they 
had 
gone to tele- 
phone for reinforcements 
The policemen walked back to 
the boat, and pushed it into the 
water just as the mounted patrol- 
men 
had said the 
wicked-lookin- 
g 
men 
had done. 
After that they 
put to sea in the same direction as 
the suspected filibusters 
After 
cruising 
about 
until 
9 
o'c'ock, the policemen came ashore 
and returned to headquarters. 
Not 
until they heard 
the story of the 
mounted patrolmen did they think 
there was a possibility of having 
been 
mistaken 
for 
the 
strange 
men. 
In nearly every detail the move- 
ments of the 
police 
agree with 
those given by the mounted patrol- 
men respecting the strange 
men. 
The color of the boat used by the 
policemen 
was 
gray, while 
that 
supposed 
to 
have 
conveyed 
the 
strange men to shore was blue. 
It 
is thought that colors could easily 
have become 
mixed as dawn was 
just beginning and the light some- 
what varying. 


GENEROUS DUNRaVEN. 


Owner 
of the Valkyrie 
Offered 
to 


Pension Members 
of His Crew. 
New York, Sept. 22. 
The state- 
ment is made that Lord Dunraven 
offered 
a pension of 30 shillinps 
weekly to every member of the 
crew of "Valkyrie had they succeed- 
ed in winning the America's cup. 
This offer he is reported 
to have 
made in an address to the sailors 
and their commander, in which he 
said: 
"While I feel satisfied that every 
man will do his duty, I am anxious 
to encourage you to exert 
your- 
selves to win the remaining 
races 
of the races. 
With that end in 
view, I desire to say that if the cup 
goe3 back to England by reason of 
your seamanship, I will pension 
every man for life and pay each of 
you 30 shillings a week so long 
33 
each one of you lives." 
The announcement was so unex 
pected mat ior a minute 
not 
a 
word was spoken. 
Then, actuated 
by a common impulse, the men of 
the 
crew 
broke 
out into 
cheers. 
Lord Dunraven 
again 
impressed 
them with his ambition to snatch 
"victory 
from what 
now 
appears 
almost certain defeat and then re- 
tired. 
The men afterward held an 
informal meeting ami discussed the 
offer. 
Although they declined 
to 
talk, it was clear from their manner 
that they had entered into compact 
to strain every nerve to win. 
Lord Dunraven's 
action is with- 
out precedent, either considered by 
itself or from 
the 
standpoint 
of 
generosity. 
It is the ambition of 
his life to place within the hands 
of his Queen the trophy that passed 
out of the possession 
of England 
nearly halt a century ago. 
The ages of the twenty-si- x 
men 
will average 
30 years. 
They are 
all strong and healthy, 
and their 
expectations of life may be set as 
70 years. 
In that time, if their 
expectation be realized, they will 
have received 3120 pounds sterling, 
or 
15,000, 
and in the aggregate 
S2,160 pounds, or 1400,800.

inducement was shown by 
their work in today's race.

When, in 1S52, it became a seri- 
ous question whether Kansas would 
become a free or a slave State, one 
set of men in the Northern States 
kept sending off resolutions to Con- 
gress, asking that it ba made a free 
State. 
Another set of men, includ- 
ing old John Brown, "whose soul is 
marching 
on," set about putting 
free emigrants 
into that Territory. 
The earnest and plain people of the 
North put 
their 
hands 
in their 
pockets and sent American farm-- 
er3 
not 
"resolutions," 
into 
the 
prairie, and with Sharps' rifles, too. 
Tne Democratic and Whig press 
denounced 
these homely proceed 
ings, ana sam tne wnole 
lot "did 
aoi reach the dignity and worth of 
cranks," and that they were a sorry 
l0 
0I ragamuflins, and ought to be

uia jonn 
Brown, 
who was the worst of the 
inferior 
cranks,

The profound thinkers ofFort street 
no doubt believe that this way of 
doing thinp is quite unsuited to 
the tropics and can have no "com- 
parison 
with the awful value of 
"resolutions." 
All they 
have to 
do is to sit 
down 
on

Rev. 
Joseph Cook and such an obscure 
journal 
as

pendent and they will not dare to 
ask any more mean questions. 
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Out of the multitude of opinions 
pro and con upon the best method 
of dealing with the Nuuanu stream, 
the 
Government 
has 
evolved 
a 
plan by which a roadway is ob- 
tained on either side, the course of 
the stream 
straightened, 
and the 
amount of property to be obtained 
from private 
individuals 
reduced 
to a minimum. 
The question of 
appropriation now comes up as a 
probable source of delay in carry- 
ing the work forward to completion. 
The Couocil of State feels delicate 
in taking 
the initiative, since its 
powers 
of appropriation 
are 
con- 
fined to 'the emergencies of war, 
invasion, 
rebellion, 
pestilence 
or 
other great public necessity." True 
it 
is that 
we 
are not at 
pres- 
ent 
suffering 
from 
pestilence, 
but if the 
walling 
of 
Nuuanu 
stream is not a public necessity, 
we would like to know under what 
head 
it 
is 
to 
be placed. 
The 
stream, in its present condition, is 
now and always will be, a constant 
menace to 
the public health 
of 
Honolulu 
and, indirectly, 
of the 
whale country. 
Should the work 
of reconstruction be carried a3 far 
as present 
appropriations 
will al- 
low, and then await the action of 
the 
Legislature, 
ths 
country 
is 
taking chances 
at 
short 
odds. 
If the 
city 
should 
escape 
fur- 
ther 
contamination 
during 
the 
delay, the best that can be said 
will be that "we've been lucky." 
In this instance the 
Council of 
State cannot 
afford to stand 
on 
ceremony and hope for the best. 
The stream has been condemned, 
and once the plan of its redemption 


has been decided upon thero should 
be no delay in starting the work of 
improvement, and onca started, of 
completing it. Tho people are thor- 
oughly in earnest 
in this matter, 
one property owner going so far ns 
to state that if the Government de- 
mands, as a sanitary measure, tho 
walling up of the stream along its 
course through the resident portion 
of the city,he will stand the expense 
of constructing a wall on property 
having between 200 and 
300 feet 
frontage on the stream. 
It is quite 
a3 much 'a great public necessity" 
to guard against a pestilence as it is 
to put the pestilence down after it 
is started. 


According 
to the conclusions of 
"A Commoner" of Kauai, that isl- 
and should continue its quarantine 
for all time to come. 
In citing the 
conditions existing 
in New York 
during the summer of 1S92, as ap- 
plied to this country, he overlooks

ly indicate that it was the result of 
calm and sober judgment, based on 
the experience of a summer that 
promised dire possibilities.

The case brought by J. C. Clunie 
and others asking for an injunction 
forbidding the erection of the new 
Chinese theater came on yesterday 
before Judge Cooper. 
L. A. Thurs- 
ton for the plaintiffs', 
and A. S. 
Hartwell for the defendants. 
The 
grounds on which the injunction 
was asked, is that all Chinese per- 
formances necessarily include 
an 
instrumental performance, and that 
the ochestra 
if 
the theater 
was 
erected 
would 
give such dismal, 
hideous and unearthly music, that 
it would constitutes nuisance, and 
make life in the neighborhood not 
worth living. 
After taking the evidence of J. 
L. Kaulukou, 
who testified to the 
horrid music of 
the old theater, 
Mr. Thurston, who had summoned 
into court the entire Chinese band 
with their instruments, 
offered 
a 


1 ''performance" 
in 
evidence. 
He 
proved 
by one of the actors, that 
the music 
was an integral part of 
all Chinese plavs and claimed that 
j the court could 
fully appreciate 
the dismal character of the music 
only by heiring it. 
Mr. "Hartwell opposed its intro- 
duction as being contrary 
to the 
.rules of evidence and utterly irreg 
ular. 
He asked if the case went 
up on appeal how could the music 
be preserved so that the Supreme 
Court could hear it. 
Mr. 
Thurston 
replied 
that it 
could be preserved in the 
phono- 
graph if there was 
one, and, 
be- 
sides, he claimed that the music 
was not for the Supreme Court, but 
for Judge 
Cooper to hear in order 
to settle the question of fact. 
After due consideration 
Judge 
Cooper 
admitted the performance 
in evidence. The instruments were 
tuned, and, at the word

mand, the five gongs, two cymbals, 
big base drum, and several other 
effective, but indescribable instru- 
ments went off.

first white man to live and trade with

He relates 
many 
thrilling 
incident 
in 
his 
life 
amongst 
the natives, 
his 
adventures 
with 
the 
cannibals 
of 
the 
Gilbert 
group 
being 
among 
the 
most 
Interesting. 
The story Is best told in 
Mr. McKenzIe's own words: 
I shipped as A. B. on a whaler from 
Sydney. 
After cruising about for four 
months 
we landed on one of the isl- 
ands belonging to the Gilbert group. 
Dissatisfied 
with the treatment re- 
ceived on board, I determined thst I 
would if passible leave the vessel. I 
was aided in my efforts by a native 
whom I met and who had been for 
four years on board of a whaler, where 
he picked upsufiicienl of our language 
to understand 
what I wanted. 
He 
followed the whaler with his canoe 
when we sailed away the next day. 
I jumped over the bow and let the 
vessel pass over me. 
He took me in 
his canoe' and we were soon on shore. 
A few davs afterwards we were walk-i- nc 
alone the beach and saw about 
foftv natives, 
some 
of whom were 
digging in the sand. 
They soon un- 
covered thfl body of a man. 
It seems 
that the unwritten code of their laws 
provides the death penalty for theft, 
or the man from whom the guily one 
steals can nive him from execution by 
making him his slave for life. 
This 
was the bodv of a man who had suf- 
fered death "for thsft. 
After exhum-in- c 
the body they impaled it on a 
pointed stake. 
To" this ther fastened 
a rope on either side, and several men 
taking each end of the rope amused 
themselves by jerking the body about. 
I became so "sickened 
by the disgust 
ing sight that I ordered my compan- -

ion to come away.

Smith

Apropos the recent agitation regard- 
ing the disposition 
of garbage, 
and 
which the cholera 
epidemic 
makes 
immediate action imperative, it may 
be of interest 
to record some facts 
about 
incinerating 
now in 
use in different cities in the eastern 
part of the United States. 
The plant adopted by the "Washing- 
ton, D. C, commissioners, and which 
will be in working 
during next 
month, is known 
as the Smith fur- 
nace and is now in operation in Phil- 
adelphia, "Wheeling, Muccie and At- 
lantic (Sty. 
The Smith furnace 
con- 
sists of two connected retorts or cham- 
bers, each of which is provided with 
a regenerative furnace through which 
all of 
the 
unconsumed 
gases and 
vapors pass in contact with 
highly-heate- 
d 


fire-bric- 
and are completely 
sterihied, thus destroying 
all disease 
germs and noxious odors. The liquids 
of the garbage 
are 
decomposed 
by 
intense 
heat, 
and 
hydrogen 
gas 
evolved, which 
furnishes 
additional 
combustible matter, so that the garb 
age itself supplies a large percentage 
of the fuel consumed. 
The furnace is 
supplied with artificial gas made from 
a cheap grade of coal, culm and slack 
being utilized tor this purpose. 
It is claimed for this system of dis- 
posing of garbage that it is sanitary in 
the highest and broadest sense of "the 
word, there being no offensive odors 
emitted from thestack of the furnace. 
The furnace is prepared 
for use by 
heating the two chambers 
in an in- 
candescent stage by means of the arti- 
ficial cas generated, after which the 
chamber is filled with garbasre.

furnace load of garbage

to Uphold Action 


of Kauai Officials. 


More l.lcht on United State KrultIons. 
Opinion 
of rhjidan 
ISrought 
to the Fore. 


Mr. Editor: 
I lead with interest 
the article in the Gazette of Septem- 
ber 24th, 
headed 
"Proper 
Time 
of 
Quarantine." 
The writer would like 
a little more information 
on the sub- 
ject of the United States quarantine 
laws and regulations, 
and the 
Presi-dent- of 
the United States circular of 
September, 
1S92. It seems to me that 
the wording in the letter of Drs. Day, 
"Wood and Emerson on the action of 
the President 
of the United States in 
September, 
1S92, and the implied rea- 
son for such act, is misleading. 
They 
state that the President, at a time of 
great public alarm, 
made the order 
that imposed 
the additional fifteen 
days quarantine "on the cholera 
in- 
fected immigrant vessels at the port of 
2sew York." 
These statements imply that the fif 
teen extra days quarantine was only 
imposed on th'e vessels referred to, and 
that the order was made for the pur- 
pose of allaying "the great public 
alarm." 
Dr." G. F. Shrady, editor of 
the Medical Record, wrote, on 
Sep- 
tember 10th, 1S92, that the order (or 
circular), of the President of the Unit- 
ed States imposed a "quarantine of 
twenty days upon all vessels bringing 
immigrants to this country." 
Sur-ce- on 
'General 
W. 
Wyman, 
in the 
2orth American 
Review of October, 
1S92, says of the order, "a twenty days 
quarantine ot all vessels arriving with 
immigrants from ant 
port" and that 
it amounted practically to suspension 
of immigration. 
Your doctors also 
write that "this order remained 
in 
force only a short time, and in Febru- 
ary and "March, 
1SS3, Congress, after 
due deliberation, recorded its faith in 
the 
live-d- ay 
quarantine by enactinc 
the presentlaws which have just been 
quoted. 
Xow, did not the President's 
order 
remain in force until ihe cholera as an 
epidemic was over in Germany and a 
ihlng of the past in New York? 
Dr. Elmer Lee, of Chicago, says the 
epidemic was over in Hamburg "about 
October loth, JS92." 
Proust, of Paris, 
says on October Sth, 
1392, "at this 
date the epidemic misht be considered 
as ended." 
There had been 17,562 cases 
and 7371 deaths. 
Has not the Federal 
quarantine 
time for cholera in the United States 
been not less than five days for years, 
sav since 1S7S, and does not the Presi- 
dent Kill 
have the 
"discretionary 
powe r"7 to order a longer time of quar- 
antine than the five days? 
Does not 
"great 
public alarm" usually 
exist 
during a cholera 
epidemic? 
"When 
the 
death-rat- e 
during 
an epidemic 
reaches 55 per cent, is there notreason 
for alatm? 
Ttie following on "The Twenty Day 
Order" 
appeared 
editorially 
in the 
Medical Kecord on Sept. 10, 1532: "We 
are pleased to learn tnat the reported 
antagonism 
of Health Officer Jenkins 
to the order of twenty days quaran- 
tine bv the President was more appar- 
ent than real, and that the full time 
for detention of suspected vessels will 
be duly enforced. 
The discussion 
of 
what may be considered State's rights 
in this matter is, under the circum- 
stances, very properly 
ignored. 
Just 
now the Health Officer has a very 
responsible 
duty to discharge, and it 
does not behoove him to add to its 
weight 
bv 
taking 
any accomm- 
odating chances. 
Instead 
of 
being 
tempted to shorten the period of quar- 
antine, every opportunity should 
De 
taken to lengthen it, and thus make 
assurance douoly sure. This new de- 
cision will bear with force upon trav- 
elers, but the greater interestsat stake 
are alone to be considered in the pres- 
ent enienrency." 
How different in tone is the above 
from much written in Honolulu 
on 
the subject. 
Yet it was written by a 
phvsician, for physicians to read. 
And the following of the same date 
and paper, on "The"ChoIera Outlook": 
"Notwithstanding the extraordinary 
precautions taken to prevent the en- 
trance 
of cholera into New York, we 
are forced to view the present outlook 
with grave concern. 
With the best of 
promises against invasion, it behooves 
us to be prepared 
in time for the 
worst. 
The many ways in which the 
strictest quarantine can be oftentimes 
evaded, tne numerous avenues through 
which a plague may enter our unpro- 
tected land routes, the difficulty 
in 
educating the public 
to 
a 
proper 
sense 
of 
responsibility 
In 
pro- 
tective measures, the pecuniary inter- 
ests that are in direct antagonism 
to 
the restriction 
of personal liberty in 
travel, and the pressure to overcome 
the neeerSiry 
hindrance to commer- 
cial transfers', are factors which weigh 
with 
the 
greatest 
possible 
iorce 
acainst 
the best 
intentions of the 
most trustworthy officials. Such is the 
situation at the" present writing, and 
while hoping for the best, we neVd not 
be surprised at any time to hear that 
the dreaded plague" has surreptitiously 
appeared 
in our streets. 
Once here, 
we may have every reason to view 
the prospect with the greatest alarm. 
Witn commendable real the different 
departments have 
worked with the 
energetic Health Board in preparing 
for the attack, but we must not shut 
our eyes to the fact that there is still 
an abundance 
of filth in different 
quarters, in and out of doors, to fur- - 
nisn tne proper son ior a mosi 
lorai-idab- le 
epidemic 
Whatever may be 
the outcome of our anxiety, it is quite 
certain that the health authorities 
and the medical 
profession will be 
ready for any emergency. 
Suspicious 
cases will be anxiously 
watched and 
speedily reported, and everything will 
be done to aid the sanitary officials in 
their endeavor to arrest the progress 
of tne dreadful malady." 
Well and nobly have you Honolulu 
people agreed with and done all that 
is advocated 
above 
except 
in the 
matter of quarantine for your anxious 
brethren of the other islands. 
On 
September 14, 
1S92, the Auatie chol- 
era was officially declared 
to be in 
New York city and that the health 
Authorities had no definite knowledge 
of the way in which the plague 
eu-ter- ed 
the city. 
No dogmatic asser- 
tions regarding the period ot incuba 
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tion of cholera germs within, or with- 
out the 
human system 
or advoca- 
tion of the adoption of the minimum 
length of quarantine, appear in all Dr. 
Shrady's 
articles 
on the subject 
of 
cholera in 1S92 and 1S93. 
Although 
some were written before, during and 
after a time of great public alarm, Dr. 
Shrady certainly had the best auth- 
orities on the subject often before his 
eyes, as a reading of his journal of the 
time shows. 
He prints under date of 
October 1, 1S92. 
"The incubation 
pe- 
riod of cholera varies from one to fif- 
teen days, and averages 
two to five 
days." 
Dr. Ernest Hart, president of 
National Health Society and editor of 
the British Medical Journal is the 
authority quoted I am told. 
In conclusion I have to say that this 
Kauai citizen does not want any kind 
of cholera here. 
He objects as much 
to that of a "new outbreak in Septem- 
ber" as he did to that of the old attack 
of August. 
Incubation 
from 
"dor- 
mant" or wakeful 
germs 
of the two 
day, five day, fifteen day, 
or even 
twenty day varieties are equally dis- 
tasteful. 
That is why he was and is 
in favor of the longest period of quar- 
antine 
obtainable 
against 
cholera-infecte- d 
ports. 
How any civilized adult who knows 
what the ravages 
of cholera are, and 
who has heard of the usual agonizing 
death caused by the disease can take 
any other position is incomprehensi- 
ble to a 
Commoxer.

Mr. Editor: 
Both 
the 
Govern- 
ment and Wilder's Steamship Com- 
pany seem 
to have a poor apprecia- 
tion of past favors. 
For the last week 
the people of North Hilo and 
Hama-ku-a 
have been anxiously awaiting the 
arrival of the Claudine'with 
foreign 
mail. 
Yesterday morning the steamer 
arrived 
on the coast and although 
she stopped and landed passengers at 
Paauhau, she brought no foreign mail 
for Hamakua. 
She had foreign mail 
for North Hilo but instead of landing 
it at Laupahoehoe 
as she passed, she 
proceeded directly to Hilo. 
Conse- 
quently we did not receive our mail 
until today. 
We 
don't 
understand 
why 
the 
steamship 
company 
should" treat 
North Hilo with such scant courtesy 
and leave us in a position where we 
have to await the pleasure of the Hilo 
authorities for our mail. 
Two weeks 
ago, when the Kilauea Hou was on 
the coast, she landed her freight in 
North Hilo and Hamakua when there 
was not another district on the isl- 
ands that would allow a boat to land. 
Eaupahoehoe 
took the initiative in 
this and worked 
the steamer first 
This, too, after the deputy sheriff of 
Hawaii had telephoned 
to the police 
department of North Hilo "not to al- 
low freight to land and to stop it by 
force 
if 
necersary." 
As 
sufficient 
force was evidently not available the 
freight was landed under protest. The 
landings of these two districts would 
hare continued receiving freight and 
passengers 
sent up by the Honolulu 
Board of Health, and the people of 
Hilo could not have prevented it, had 
not the Government taken the matter 
out ot our bands, 
by appointing a 
committee of health in Hilo and dis- 
patching steamers direct there for 


Now, the postoffice authorities ig- 
nore, Hamakua completely, 
and the 
steamship 
company (who could at a 
loss of half an hour "of their time have 
landed North Hilo mail and enabled 
the residents here to receive it a day 
earller 
does likewise 
with Nortn 
Hilo. 
In view of the fact that these two 
districts receive all their supplies from" 
Honolulu, while on the contrary Hilo 
gets 
from Honolulu 
what it cannot 
get 
direct 
from San Francisco, 
we 
consider this continual discrimination 
in favor of Hilo an outrage. 
It is not surprising that Hilo is con- 
tinually trying to dictate terms and 
impose'eonditions upon the other isl- 
and districts 
(though with scant suc- 
cess), 
when 
the 
Government 
and 
steamship 
companies 
evidently 
con- 
sider that it la Hilo firs: and the rest 
of Hawaii any time. 
If the steamship 
companies would 
remember 
that 
they carry more 
freight to any one district on "Hawaii 
than they do to the town of Hilo, and 
the Government 
would 
remember 
that they have just as strong support- 
ers in the other districts as they have 
in Hilo, we would probably be treated 
with a little more ceremony. 
How- 
ever, as the Government has not been 
besieged with 
delegations and peti- 
tions claiming recognition, 
from the 
other districts, 
they have probably 
overlooked this fact.

CRUISER. 


Itullt In Uojrland for the RnttlaD 


A sis hours' 
full-spe- 
ed 
trial has 
been made of a new armed surveying 
cruiser which 
has been built by tne 
Thames 
Iron Works 
Company, 
of 
Blackwell, for theKussian Admiralty. 
A number of Russian naval officers of 
the ship 
construction 
and engineer 
departments 
were present 
on 
board 
the Samoyede, as the vessel is named, 
beaded 
by captain .rrince 
uucKin-tomsk- 
y, 
Russian Xaval Attache 
in 
London, 
and lieutenant Martinoff, 
Russian Naval Attache in Paris. 
The 
trials were under the direction of Mr. 
Mackrow, the naval architect to the 
Thames 
Iron 
Works Company, and 
Messrs. G. Mackrow and Young, of 
the construction and engineer depart- 
ments of the same firm, who. between 
them, 
constructed 
and put together 
the entire vessel. 
Mr. Bpyres, of the 
Admiralty, 
Whitehall, 
Engineer's 
Department, 
was on board (luring the 
trials, which resulted in the Samo- 
yede accomplishing 
a speed of 
12 
knots an hour on the general average 
of upwards 
of a dozen runs on the 
Maplin measured mile, or a knot and 
a half more than was contracted 
for. 
The vessel herself, a smart looking 
craft, 
is of 
1000 
tons displacement, 
with 
triple 
expansion 
1500 
horse- 
power engines. 
She will mount an 
armament of eight 4.77 millimetre 
quick lirers. 
The trial being satisfac- 
tory, the Samoyede is to be taken over 
into the Ru'sian Isavy at once, and 
will proceed to XJbau in a few days to 
winter there until after the ice clears 
in the northern 
seas next spring.

intt-restin- 
variation in the usual 
run of submarine cable workVill soon 
be shown in the laying of a cable 
from the mouth 
of the Amazon 
1400 
miles up the great river. 
This novel 
work will place the large and grow- 
ing trade of the dim but rich interior 
in direct 
communication 
with 
Eu- 
rope, as well as 
with 
the immedi- 
ate 
ports, 
and will 
unquestionably 
contribute 
larcely to the 
devalop-me- 
nt 
of Brazilian 
commerce. 
To 
carry 
land 
lines 
over 
this 
vast 
and 
little 
known 
territory 
would 
simply 
be impossible, 
and, as there 
are practically no railroads paralleling 
the river, tbe'steamboat and the cable 
are the great means of commerce and 
civilization. 
There 
is a hint here, 
however, that might well be adopted, 
even in the United 
States, where, if 
wires were cabled and carried along 
tne beds 
ot 
all 
available 
streams 
and 
rivers, 
there certainly would 
not 
he 
the 
interruptions 
now 
experienced 
through 
the 
failure 
of the land lines every time a strong 
gale blows. 
In Germany, where mil- 
itary considerations often cause things 
to be done that would not be done in 
the mere interest of peaceful trade, no 
small 
proportion 
of 
the 
telegraph 
wires are thus submerged in order to 
avoid any break In the service at crit- 
ical moments.

THE CHAMBER APPROVES. 


Resolution 
Passed Thanking Board 
of Health for Stand Taken. 


A well attended 
special meeting 
of the Chamber of Commerce was 
held yesterday 
shortly 
after 
1 
o'clock to consider the matter of the 
steamer China refusing to take the 
mails. President Schaefer occupied 
the chair; E. D. Tenney was chos- 
en secretary. 
President 
Schaefer 
stated 
that 
the meeting had been called to use 
its influence in having a mail sent 
by the China. 
It was understood 
the Board of Health held a meet- 
ing during 
the morning, and had 
come 
to the conclusion not to al- 
low the steamer to land freight and 
passengers if Captain Seabury 
re-fas- ed 
to carry the mails. 
He had 
discussed the matter with United 
States Consul Mills, who informed 
him that there was no international 
law by which the steamer could be 
forced 
to carry mail 
from 
Hono- 
lulu, but it was hoped the master 
of the ship 
would reconsider his 
decision. 
E. C. Macfarlane presented the 
following resolution : 


"Whereas, 
The captain of the Pa- 
cific 
Mail 
Steamship 
Company's 
steamer China, under written Instruc- 
tions from the San Francisco agents 
of his company, 
declined to take the 
mails from Honolulu, it was the pur- 
pose of this Chamber to request the 
Board of Health not to submit to such 
unreasonable 
treatment, as the cap- 
tain would be furnished 
with a clean 
bill of health from this port; and 
Whereas, The Board of Health has 
taken 
the initiative to 
compel 
tbe 
carriage of our mails, 
Therefore be it resolved, That this 
Chamber approve of the action of the 
Board of Health and tender its thanks 
for the protection 
given the interests 
the Chamber represents. 
Mr. Allen called attention to the 
fact of a death aboard the steamer 
vshile coming over. 
An 
autopsy 
was being held, and it would be 
well 
to await the 
report 
of the 
physicians 
before taking action. 
P. C. Jones thought it was not 
dignified for the Chamber to coun- 
tenance retaliatory 
measures. 
As 
he understood it, it was not good 
policy to retaliate, and believed the 
Chamber should make suggestions 
to the end that there might be some 
change of the plans of the captain 
about taking the mails. 
John Ena 
coincided 
with the 
stand taken by Mr. Jones. 
Retali- 
ation didn't seem the proper thing 
to him. 
The refusal of tbe steamer 
to carry the mails was 
on account 
of this being an infected port. 
He 
was not very well versed in the law 
touching the case, but would advise 
a more conservative course. 
President Schaefer explained that 
the captain of the China had strict 
orders from his owners not to take 
mail or anything 
else from Hono- 
lulu 
and had 
no 
option 
in the 
premises. 
He had to obey orders 
or suffer 
the consequences. 
Per- 
haps 
when 
the 
local 
agents 
had conferred with the captain of 
the steamer, that officer might find 
it expedient 
to change his mind 
about obeying orders. 
President 
Wight, of the Wilder 
Steamship Company, said one point 
had 
been 
overlooked 
about 
the 
granting of health 
bills to steam- 
ers. 
If Honolulu 
was not an in- 
fected 
port Consul Mills would 
so 
declare to the captain, and as the 
Consul's bill was always taken as 
official, it would 
make but little 
difference 
what 
stand 
the 
local 
authorities might take. 
At this juncture one cf the mem- 
bers received a message from Post- 
master Oat that the China had just 
signalled that she would take the 
mails. 
The resolution was passed 
unanimously. 
The meeting then came to end, 
the members giving vent to their 
feelings by cheers. 


A B0IL1N& LAKE 
OP LAVA. 


Wonders 
of a 
Great 
Hawaiian 
Volcano 
Described. 
Mauna Loa, the gigantic Hawai- 
ian 
volcano, 
has two 
craters 
or 
openings, one of which, Kilanea, is 
the largest active volcanic crater 
the world. 
This marvelous cra- 
ter is really a vast lake of boiling 
lava, which rises and falls contin- 
ually by the action of subterranean 
fires. 
In 
tossing 
to 
and 
fro like a 
trouble sea of molten metal, the 
lava is dashed against 
the cliffs 
and hardens 
there in the form of 
long, 
glassy 
filaments, 
gigantic 
knobs, miniature trees and in imit- 
ation of gss, leaves, etc. Another 
form of glassy filaments to be found 
along the chores of this fiery lake 
in the shape of queer bunches 
and tufts of lava made up of an 
aggregation 
of 
vitreous 
threads 
which the 
natives 
call 
"Pele's 
hair," Pele 
being the goddess to 
whom the mountain 
is dedicated. 
These glassy threads appear to 
caused by the passage of steam 
through 
the molton lava. 
In so 
doing small particles in the Ehape 
bubble-lik- e 
balloons are thrown 
into the air, leaving a tail behind 


like a comet 
When the scene of 
these miniature steam eruptions is 
near a rock or shore, all eolid and 
cool surfaces 
are 
found 
covered 
with bunches 
of 
"Pele's 
hair." 
This "hair" was formerly used in 
mystic native 
ceremonies, 
and of 
late years has been 
gathered 
in 
large quantities 
by curiosity 
seek- 
ers.
